MAALOT,  Israel  (AP)  —  Israeli  soldiers 
charged  with  guns  glazing  into  a  school  in  this 
half-Jewish,  half-Arab  village  Wednesday  in 
what  officials  described  as  a  desperate 
last-minute  effort  to  stop  three  Palestinian 
guerrillas  from  blowing  up  about  85  Israeli 
teen-agers  being  held  hostage. 

Sixteen  persons  were  officially  reported 
killed  and  another  70  wounded. 

Premier  Golda  Meir  vowed  in  an  emotional 
television  address  that  Israel  “will  do 
everything  in  its  power  to  chop  off  the  hands 
that  intend  to  harm  a  child  or  an  adult,  in  a 
city  or  in  a  village.” 

In  past  cases  of  terorism,  the  Israelis  have 
staged  retaliatory  attacks  on  guerrilla  bases  in 
neighboring  Arab  lands  and  Mrs.  Meir’s 
remarks  were  taken  as  a  hint  another  such 
attack  might  follow  this  second  terorist  strike 
in  a  little  over  a  month  inside  Israel  itself. 

The  three  Palestinian  guerrillas  were  killed 
in  the  army  assault  on  the  three-story  school, 
but  it  was  not  clear  whether  they  or  any 
Israeli  soldiers  were  included  in  the  official 
death  toll  announced  by  Mrs.  Meir  in  her 
television  address. 

An  explosion  went  off  inside  the  school  and 
smoke  poured  from  its  windows  as  the  Israeli 
attack  began  with  volleys  of  gunfire  that 
lasted  about  10  minutes.  Some  of  the  children 
jumped  from  second-story  windows  of  the 
building  where  they  had  been  held  at  gunpoint 
for  about  13  hours. 

The  Popular  Democratic  Front,  a 
Maoist-oriented  Palestinian  group  that  had 
committed  no  known  terrorist  acts  in  four 
years,  claimed  responsibility  for  the  seizure  of 
the  teen-agers.  It  said  in  a  communique  issued 
in  Beirut,  Lebanon,  “The  catastrophe .  has 
happened  and  Israel  alone  shoulders  the 
responsibility.”  It  maintained  the  Israelis  did 
not  meet  guerrillas  demands  for  the  release  of 
terrorist  prisoners  and  that  the  school  had 
been  blown  up.  It  denied  an  Israeli  claim  that 
the  guerrillas  started  the  shooting  that  led  to 
the  Israeli  assault. 

The  Arabs  seized  the  youths,  who  were  here 
on  a  tour,  as  they  slept  in  sleeping  bags  shortly 
before  dawn  and  threatened  to  blow  them  up 
at  6  p.m.  —  noon  EDT  —  unless  the  Israeli 


government  freed  20  terrorists  from  prison. 
The  government  agreed  to  do  this  and  an 
effort  was  under  way  by  the  French  and 
Romanian  ambassadors  to  negotiate  the 
exchange. 

Information  Minister  Shimon  Peres  said  the 
terrorists  failed  to  receive  a  code  signal  they 
were  awaiting  from  agents  in  Paris  and 
Bucharest  to  free  the  youngsters. 

“Either  the  school  would  be  blown  up  and 
everybody  would  be  killed,  or  else  we  had  to 
break  in  and  save  as  many  of  the  children  as 
possible,”  Peres  told  a  news  conference. 

“The  terrorists  laid  an  electric  cable  to 
discharge  explosives  and  we  had  to  charge  in 
as  fast  as  we  could  to  where  the  children  were 
kept,”  said  Lt.  Gen.  Mordechai  Gur,  Israel’s 
chief  of  staff,  who  planned  the  operation  with 
Defense  Minister  Moshe  Dayan. 

Only  four  hours  earlier,  the  government 
decided  for  the  first  time  in  Israel’s  history  to 
surrender  to  terrorist  demands  and  free  the 
prisoners. 

“The  lives  of  the  children  were  more 
precious  to  us  than  anything  else,”  Peres  said. 

Three  guerrillas,  including  a  woman,  were 
released  from  prison,  helicoptered  to  the 
sealed-off  town  and  taken  to  the  school  with 
their  eyes  blindfolded. 

Through  bullhorns,  they  shouted  to  the 
terrorists  who  were  still  firing  occasional  shots 
from  the  windows,  shoving  boys  and  girls  in 
front  of  them  as  human  shields. 

The  army  attack  came  within  less  than  a 
half-hour  of  the  Arabs’  deadline  for  the  release 
of  the  prisoners. 

Just  before  the  assault,  a  Palestinian  came  to 
one  of  the  windows  with  a  megaphone  and 
shouted  to  the  Israelis  outside: 

“Six  O’clock  is  approaching.  Have  mercy  on 
your  children.  Remember  your  children.” 

Gen.  Gur  told  newsmen:  “The  terrorists 
opened  fire  on  us  and  the  children  and  threw 
hand  grenades  at  them.” 

A  schoolgirl  who  came  out  of  the  building 
after  the  attack  with  a  bullet  wound  in  her  leg 
told  of  the  situation  as  it  led  up  to  the  battle. 

“The  terrorists  told  us  that  soon  the  Red 
Cross  would  come  and  everything  would  be  all 
right,”  she  said.  “Just  as  we  started 
celebrating,  the  shooting  started.  The 
terrorists  fired  at  us.

JERUSALEM,  Israel  - 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  strongly  condemned 
the  Arab  terrorist  attack  on  an 
Israeli  school  Wednesday,  but 
vowed  to  continue  his  Middle 
East  peace  mission. 

Kissinger  canceled  his 
scheduled  flight  to  Damascus 
to  give  the  Israeli  government 
time  to  respond  to  the 
terrorist  attack  at  Maalot  in 
northern  Israel. 

But  he  said  he  would  resume 
his  peace  efforts  Thursday 
with  a  flight  to  the  Syrian 
capital  to  present  Israel’s  latest 
position  on  disengagement  of

The  Israeli  Cabinet  was 
expected  to  meet  before 
Kissinger’s  departure  to  give 
him  its  views  to  pass  on  to 
Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad. 

Kissinger  issued  a  statement 
on  the  terrorist  raid,  saying  the 
United  States  condemned 
“this  mindless  and  irrational 
action”  and  “those  who  carry 
them  out  must  be  dealt  with 
severly.” 

Information  Minister 
Shimon  Peres  thanked  the 
secretary  for  his  statement  but 
refused  to  link  the  attack  with 
the  Kissinger  mission. 


“Let’s  not  make  it  a  part  of 
a  different  picture,”  Peres  said. 

The  Israelis  did  not  sound  as 
optimistic  as  Kissinger  over  the 
Maalot  affair’s  impact  on  the 
peace  mission. 

Israel’s  ambassador  to 
Washington,  Simha  Dinitz, 
told  newsmen  that  Maalot 
could  only  have  a  “negative 
impact”  on  the  Kissinger 
negotiations.  He  said  one  of 
the  principal  issues  in  the  talks 
is  the  return  of  thousands  of 
Syrian  civilians  to  Quneitra 
and  territory  captured  by 
Israel  last  October. 

Dinitz  appeared  to  be  saying 
their  return  could  pose  a 
security  threat  to  the  Golan 
settlements  and  the  Upper 
Galilee.

A  free  venereal  disease  clinic 
sponsored  by  the  City-County 
Health  Department  will  begin 
operation  in  Provo  “probably 
within  a  couple  of  weeks,” 
department  officials  told  the 
Universe  this  week.  The  clinic 
was  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health  in  February. 

The  clinic  will  be  located  in 
the  basement  of  the  County 
Annex,  107  E.  100  South, 
according  to  Mrs.  Idona 
Holman,  department 
supervising  nurse.  It  will  be 
Utah’s  fifth  such  center, 
including  one  in  Ogden,  two  in 
Salt  Lake  City  and  Lifesavers, 
Inc.  (a  private  non-profit 
health  organization  clinic)  in 
Provo. 

“We’re  aware  that  we  have  a 
VD  problem,”  said  Mrs. 
Holman,  “but  up  till  now  we 
have  taken  a  subtle,  quiet 
approach.”  Mrs.  Holman  said 
the  department’s  approach  had 
been  to  treat  cases  on  art 
individual  basis  as  they 
contacted  the  department. 
Local  physicians  helped,  as 
well,  with  diagnosis  and 
treatment.  The  proposed  clinic 


does  not  represent  a  drastic 
departure  from  past 
department  practice,  she  said. 

While  it  was  located  in  the 
Utah  County  Building,  the 
department  did  not  have  room 
to  operate  a  clinic,  Mrs. 
Holman  said.  The  department 
moved  into  its  new  offices  in 
the  County  Annex,  a 
converted  apartment  building, 
in  October  1973. 

Other  medical  personnel, 
however,  differ  with  the 
department’s  explanation  of 
the  timing  of  the 
establishment  of  the  clinic. 

“The  people  in  Utah  County 
don’t  want  to  admit  they  have 
a  VD  problem,”  said  one  state 
official.  “The  Lifesavers  clinic 
has  brought  to  light  some 
things  Utah  County  hasn’t 
wanted  to  admit  are  there.” 

“We  don’t  know  the  extent 
of  the  problem  in  Utah 
County  — in  fact,  nobody 
does,”  said  another  official. 
“But  with  the  population  of 
Utah  County  (137,776  in 
1970)  we  should  be  getting  far 
more  cases  than  we  are.” 

Some  27  cases  of  gonorrhea 
—  by  far  the  most  prevalent 
form  of  VD,  less  serious  than 
syphilis  —  were  reported  in 


Utah  County  in  1973.  Five 
cases  had  been  reported  up  to 
May  1,  1974,  officials  said. 
Three  of  the  five  were 
reported  by  Lifesavers. 

Reported  cases  in  Utah 
County  have  actually  dropped 
from  46  in  1971  to  30  inT972 
to  27  this  year. 

Statistics  compiled  by  the 
state  show  Weber  County 
(pop.  1  26-278  including 
Ogden)  reported  342  cases  in 
1973;  Box  Elder  County  (pop. 
28,129  inc.  Brigham  City) 
reported  59;  and  even  tiny 
Summit  County  (pop.  5,879) 
reported  16  cases. 

Total  cases  for  the  state 
numbered  1,751,  up  from 
1,590  in  1972  and  1,226  in 
1971.  The  increase  represents 
an  “epidemic,”  according  to 
Dr.  Taira  Fukushima,  director 
of  the  state  Bureau  of 
Communicable  Disease 
Prevention,  in  the  sense  that 
the  figures  are  “higher  than  we 
would  have  expected.” 

Reported  cases,  however, 
probably  represent  only  a 
fraction  of  actual  cases  of  the 
disease,  state  officials  noted.  A 
statewide  survey  taken  in  1968 
showed  private  physicians 
reported  only  one  of  10 


gonorrhea  cases,  officials  said. 

State  law  requires  private 
physicians,  as  well  as  public 
clinics,  to  report  VD  cases 
treated;  but  some  physicians 
treat  gonorrhea  without 
diagnosis  or  fail  to  report  it 
altogether,  according  to  John 
Mullen,  public  health  adviser, 
Utah  State  Division  of  Health. 

Private  physicians  in  Utah 
County  “have  done  the 
epidemiology  (tracing  of 
sexual  contacts  of  VD 
patients)  and  have  treated  all 
the  contacts  they  could  get 
hold  of,”  Mrs.  Holman 
asserted. 

Un  til  1971,  the  state 
reimbursed  private  physicians 
for  VD  examinations 
performed.  Utah  County 
physicians  received  $510  for 
examinations  in  1971.  Now, 
however,  to  encourage  the 
formation  of  free  clinics,  the 
state  will  only  reimburse 
private  physicians  in 
exceptional  cases. 

The  best  treatment, 
reporting  and  contact  tracing 
for  gonorrhea  can  take  place  in 
clinics,  state  officials  said. 

Dr.  Hofheins  agreed.

“You  can’t  effectively 
grasp  the  attention  of  anyone 
at  the  end  of  a  long  square 
table,”  he  said.  “The  new 
rounded  table  is  far  superior.”

Revealing  his  “Four  Lessons 
from  One  Life,”  Elder  Russell 
M.  Nelson,  general  president  of 
the  Sunday  School  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  challenged 
the  Tuesday  devotional 
assembly  audience  to  “be 
consistent,  strong  and 
faithful.” 

Elder  Nelson  considered 
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four  areas  of  life  which  he  felt 
were  of  greatest  significance: 
the  divine  creation  of  the 
human  body,  the  reality  of  the 
spirit  within  the  body,  the 
power  of  love,  and  the 
dependability  and 
incontrovertability  of  divine 
law. 


Expanding  upon  these 
concepts,  Elder  Nelson,  who  is 
a  thoracic  and  cardiovascular 
surgeon  in  the  Salt  Lake  City 
area,  expressed  his  opinion 
that  “no  scientist  can  quite 
accept  and  appreciate  the 
works  of  Deity  like  a  medical 
scientist.” 


“The  miracle  of  the  human 
body  seems  to  increase  with 
each  experience  of  life,”  he 
said,  citing  examples  of 
“miraculous’’  and  yet 
“normal”  bodily  functions.

Elder  Russell  M.  Nelson 
gave  his  “Four  Lessons 
from  One  Life”  Tuesday. 


Expanding  upon  his  fourth 
lesson  of  life,  Elder  Nelson 
stressed  the  importance  of 
being  obedient  to  laws. 

“Whatever  your  interest, 
learn  the  law,  live  the  law  and 
apply  it  consistently. 
Obedience  to  law  gives  one 
freedom,”  he  asserted,  “a 
mastering  of  self.” 


Continuing,  Elder  Nelson 
felt  one  of  “life’s  greatest 
challenges”  is  to  be  able  “to 
distinguish  between  the  spriit 
and  the.  human  body  when 


they  are  still  united.” 

Citing  examples  of 
communication  between 
spirits,  Elder  Nelson 
summarized,  “The  spirit  is  real 
and  it  is  eternal.”  He  also 
expressed  his  feelings  that 
“real  love  is  a  love  between 
spirits.” 


“Consistency  is  forced  from 
self-discipline  in  recognition 
and  reverence  for  divine  law.” 

Bearing  his  testimony  to  the 
need  of  righteous  Saints,  Elder 
Nelson  said,  “You  strong  and 
faithful  men  and  women  shall 
bear  the  load  of  ushering  in 
the  kingdom  of  God.”

ROME  (  AP)  -  The 
overwhelming  defeat  of  the 
Vatican’s  campaign  for  repeal 
of  the  Italian  divorce  law 
spurred  a  drive  Tuesday  to  end 
the  privileged  status  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  in 
Italy. 

Despite  a  vigorous, 
two-month  campaign  by 
Italy’s  bishops,  most  of  its 
190,000  priests  and  nuns,  and 
the  Vatican’s  political  allies  in 
the  Christian  Democratic 
party,  Italians  voted  3-2  in  a 
referendum  Sunday  and 
Monday  to  retain  the  divorce 
law  that  has  been  on  the  books 
since  1970. 

As  soon  as  the  results  were 
known,  anticlerical  groups 
announced  a  nationwide  drive 
to  collect  signatures  on  a 
petition  calling  for  a 
referendum  on  all  laws  giving 
the  Church  a  special  position. 

One  such  law  stipulates  that 
“the  Roman,  Catholic, 
Apostolic  religion  is  the  only 
religion  of  the  state.”  Others 
give  tax  exemptions  and  other 
privileges  to  agencies  of  the 
church  and  Vatican  employes. 

Thousands  celebrated 
Monday  night  in  Rome  and  a 
dozen  other  cities  singing, 
honking  horns  and  cheering. 
There  was  some  violence  and 
six  persons  were  injured. 


Scheel  elected  leader 


BONN,  Germany  (AP)  -  Walter  Scheel  was  elected  president 
of  West  Germany  Wednesday  to  succeed  retiring  Gustav 
Heinemann. 

Scheel,  foreign  minister  under  former  Chancellor  Willy 
Brandt,  won  as  expected  in  a  vote  that  followed  party  lines. 

Scheel,  54,  a  Free  Democrat,  takes  over  the  pst  July  1. 

Helmut  Schmidt  is  expected  to  be  elected  chancellor  today  to 
replace  Brandt,  who  resigned  last  week  in  the  wake  of  a  spy 
scandal. 


Ex-Nixon  aide  sentenced 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Former  presidential  appointments 
secretary  Dwight  L.  Chapin  was  sentenced  Wednesday  to  10  to 
30  months  in  prison  for  lying  under  oath  about  political  dirty 
tricks  in  the  1972  campaign. 

He  was  the  second  high-ranking  former  White  House  aide  of 
President  Nixon  to  be  sent  to  prison. 


Plan  favors  rural  states 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  The  Senate  today  approved  a  formula 
that  would  give  small,  rural  states  a  bigger  share  of  the  biggest 
package  of  federal  aid  to  education  funds. 

The  plan,  sponsored  by  Sen.  John  L.  McClellan,  D-Ark.,  was 
approved  56  to  36.  It  displaced  a  formula  in  the  $23  billion 
education  bill  which  would  have  been  more  favorable  to  large, 
industrial  states. 


Spinola  warns  minorities 


LISBON,  Portugal  (AP)  Gen.  Antonio  de  Spinola,  head  of 
Portugal’s  military  junta,  was  installed  as  president  Wednesday 
and  warned  minorities  against  interfering  with  plans  for 
democracy  in  Africa  or  at  home. 

He  said  the  future  of  Portuguese  Africa,  beset  by  revolt  for  13 
years,  would  have  to  be  decided  democratically  by  those  who 
live  there.

coming  here  (BYU  Health 
Center)  with  their  VD 
problems,  even  though  their 
records  are  held  confidential 
here,”  he  said.  “And  we  do 
have  some  students  who  are 
not  abstaining  from 
extramarital  sexual 
activity— BYU  is  not  an  island 
of  safety  from  VD. 

“There  was  nothing  here  for 
students  except  the  private 
sector,  which  can  be 
formidable,”  he  noted. 
“Sometimes  doctors  are  also 
branch  presidents  or  bishops. 
The  upshot  was  that  many 
kids  were  going  to  Salt  Lake 
for  treatment.” 

Lifesavers  was  started  to 
meet  such  needs  of  students, 
he  said,  as  well  as 
high-school-age  patients  and 
others.  “But  if  the  county  sets 
up  a  complete  program,  we 
won’t  have  to  do  it  anymore,” 
said  Hofheins,  who  acts  as  a 
consulting  physician  for  the 
Lifesavers  clinic.  “We’re  not  in 
competition  with  the  health 
department— we  act  more  as  a 
barometer  of  the  efficiency  of 
community  services  like  the 
health  department.” 

The  department  is  somewhat 
less  enthusiastic  about 
Lifesavers  than  Hofheins. 

“We’re  still  taking  a  look  at 


Lifesavers  before  we  make  any 
comment  on  them,”  said  Mrs. 
Holman.  “Clinics  like 
Lifesavers  come  and  go,  you 
know.” 

“We  feel  that  the  public 
should  be  protected,”  said 
another  department  employee. 
“You  can’t  just  open  up  a  hole 
in  the  wall,  say  this  is  a  VD 
clinic  and  invite  people  to 
come  on  in.” 

County  health  personnel, 
who  are  not  convinced  of  the 
validity  of  state  statistics,  are 
waiting  to  see  how  much  use 
the  department  clinic  will  get 
when  it  opens.  The 
department  is  looking  for  a 
physician  to  oversee  the  clinic 
on  a  consulting  basis,  Mrs. 
Holman  said. 

Other  clinic  staffing  will  be 
done  by  department  nurses, 
she  said.

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Overhead  walkway 
construction  starts

Construction  is  just 
beginning  on  the  overpass  that 
will  link  the  main  campus  to 
the  new  law  school  building. 
The  overpass  will  span  from 
the  north  side  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  across  East  Campus 
Drive  and  enter  at  the  main 
lobby  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
law  building. 

Construction  on  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Law  School 
building  began  the  first  week 
in  May  a  year  ago.  If  all  goes 
well  and  the  construction  stays 
on  schedule  the  building  will 
be  finished  by  next  April,  said 
A1  Nelson,  assistant 
construction  engineer  for 
BYU. 

According  to  Nelson,  the 
Physical  Plant  will  "Start 
installing  the  interior  fixtures 
next  April  and  the  building 
should  be  ready  for  use  by  fall 
semester  1975. 

“The  main  reason  the 
building  is  progressing  just 
about  on  schedule,”  said 
Nelson,  “is  the  contractors  are 
following  what  is  called  in 
construction,  the  Critical  Path 
Method.” 

The  method  helps  builders 
schedule  jobs  to  anticipate  the 
needs  of  construction.  For 
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Nearly  20,000  persons  have 
given  the  BYU  Lamanite 
Generation  standing  ovations 
during  their  first  three  weeks 
of  a  performing  tour  across  the 
United  States. 

America’s  only  all-Indian 
variety  show  has  just 
concluded  a  10-day  swing 
down  one  side  of  Florida  and 
up  the  other  after  performing 
in  states  all  the  way  since 
leaving  Provo  April  22.

Opera  House. 

“Despite  the  long  bus  rides 
and  late  hours,  the  students 
are  performing  like 
professional  troupers  because 
they  feel  strongly  about  the 
missionary  work  their  show  is. 
contributing  in  each  area,” 
observed  creative  director  Jane 
Thompson  who  started  the 
group  four  years  ago.  “Stake 
and  mission  presidents, 
bishops,  and  young 
missionaries  in  the  field  all 
report  a  considerable  interest 
in  the  LDS  Church  because  of 
the  excellent  performances  by 
the  students  as  well  as  the 
spirit  which  they  reflect  during 
their  show.”

on  schedule  contractors  must 
have  the  caststone  to  begin  the 
columns  on  the  east  side  of  the 
building  by  May  13.  To  see 
that  the  stone  has  arrived  by 
then,  there  was  a  date  on  the 
Critical  Path  schedule  telling 
the  contractor  when  to  order 
the  stone. 

If  the  contractor  can  meet 
the  dates  of  the  critical  path 
method  of  construction,  the 
building  is  considered  on 
schedule. 

“Of  course,  said  Nelson,  this 
plan  is  only  as  good  as  it  is 
complete.”  With  no  problems 
such  as  a  shortage  of  materials 
or  workers  strikes,  the 
construction  will  be  finished 
on  schedule. 

The  only  real  problem  to 
occur  during  construction,  said 
Nelson,  was  when  the 
contractors  found  the  soil  on 
the  north  side  of  the  building 
would  be  unable  to  -support 
the  structure.  There  were  a 
few  weeks  delay  while 
designers  redesigned  the 
footings  of  the  building  so 
they  would  be  able  to  support 
the  structure. 

The  building  itself  will  rate 
as  one  of  the  major  buildings 
on  campus,  with  a  gross  floor 
space  of  97,435  sq.  ft. 
Compared  to  other  buildings  it 
will  be  about  the  same  size  as 
the  Smith  Family  Living 
Center  or  the  Administration 
Building.  There  will  be  39,000 
sq.  ft.  of  library  space  and 
16,000  sq.  fifc  "of  lecture 
rooms,  said  Nelson." 

One  of  the  unique  rooms  to 
the  building  will  be  the  Moot 
Court,  sort  of  a  mock  court 
room.  This  room,  as  well  as 
the  main  lecture  halt,  will  serve 
a  dual  purpose  and  double  as 
chapels  on  Sunday.  The  entire 
north  third  of  the  building  will 
be  a  library.

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Pet  import  ban  feared

Legislation  is  currently 
pending  which  will  drastically 
affect  pet  store  operators  and 
animal  selling  businesses, 
according  to  Ralph  Kimball, 
manager  of  Richland’s  Pet 
Haven  in  the  University  Mall. 

Kimball  said  the  legislation 
is  an  extension  of  the  Lacy 
Act  which  was  passed  to 
restrict  the  number  and  kinds 
of  animals  brought  to  the  U.S. 
from  other  countries.  The  goal 
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was  to  protect  the 
environment. 

The  Lacy  Act  prohibited  the 
importation  of  certain  harmful 
animals  such  as  the  piranha 
and  the  gar  fishes,  continued 
Kimball.  He  said  the  new 
legislation  will  not  allow  pet 
stores  to  sell  any  imported 
animals. 

Animals  imported  from  out 
of  state  will  be  strictly 
regulated.  Ann  Edmunds, 
employee  at  Richland’s,  said 
almost  all  fish  now  being  sold 
as  pets  will  be  against  the 
regulations. 

Miss  Edmunds  said  besides 
the  fish,  all  reptiles,  Crustacea, 
mollusks,  amphibians  and 
many  birds  will  be  banned. 
Some  birds  t,o  be  banned  are 
parrots,  canaries  and  mynas. 
She  explained  that  these 
animals  cannot  be  bred  in 
captivity.  Even  goldfish  will 
not  be  allowed  since  they  are 
bred  in  Japan.

Cars  creating  hazards,  or 
that  do  not  have  parking 
permits,  are  abandoned  or  are 
parked  wrong  will  be  towed 
away  and  impounded, 
according  to  Robert  W. 
Kelshaw,  BYU  Security  Chief. 

A  vehicle  may  be  towed 
away  for  four  reasons,  said 
Kelshaw.  One  reason  is  “if  it 
does  not  have  a  parking  permit 
or  registration  decal  and  has 
received  two  or  more  written 
warnings.” 

Another  reason  a  car  can  be 
towed  away  is  if  “it  is  creating 
a  hazard,  is  parked  in  a 
roadway  or  is  blocking  a 
driveway,”  he  continued. 

A  third  reason  for  a  car 
being  towed  away  is  if  it  is 
abandoned  for  moi'e  than  10 
days  on  campus.  Abondoned 
cars  are  impounded  by  the 
state,  said  Kelshaw. 

“Cars  parked  in  stalls  for 
handicapped  parking  or  a 
select  number  of  service 
vehicle  stalls  that  are  marked 
as  tow  zones,”  will  be  towed 
away,  said  Kelshaw. 

Cars  are  stored  on  campus 
and  those  can  be  retrieved  by 
paying  a  $10  towing  fee  and 
properly  registering  the  car,  or 
by  purchasing  a  parking 
permit,”  said  Kelshaw. 

The  majority  of  the  vehicles 
towed  away,  are  towed 
because  they  have  received  an 
excessive  number  of  warnings 
for  failing  to  have  a  parking, 
registration,  or  guest  permit, 
Kelshaw  said.

The  process  of  obtaining  federally  insured 
student  loans  has  been  greatly  simplified  as  a 
result  of  legislation  passed  by  Congress, 
reports  Boyd  G.  Worthington,  director  of 
student  financial  aids. 


Any  student  whose  adjusted  family  income 
is  less  than  $15,000  will  automatically  qualify 
for  federal  interest  benefits  on  loans  totaling 
up  to  $2,000  according  lo  Worthington. 

“The  new  legislation  puts  the,  program  back 
where  it  ought  to  be,”  he  said.  “It  provides  a 
viable  alternative  for  that  middle  income 
group  which  under  previous  legislation  has 
been  cut  out  from  any  educational  aid.” 

ynder  the  old  system  “the  student  had  to 
submit  a  needs  .test  with  every,  application,” 
he  "said.  “This;  included  a  $3.50  fee  and 
entailed  a  two-to-four-week  delay  for 
processing.” 


Worthington  indicated  that  the  only 
students  still  required  to  file  a  needs  tests 
under  the  new  program  will  be  those  with  an 
adjusted  family  income  in  excess  of  $15,000 
or  who  are  applying  for  a  loan  larger  than 
$2,000.  “For  more  than  90  per  cent  of  our 
students,  it  will  lie  a  real  benefit,”  he  said. 

The  school  will  no  longer  be  required  to 
recommend  to  the  bank  how  much  a  studenl 
can  borrow,  Worthington  added.  The  student 
will  now  have  to  fill  out  an  application  form, 
notarize  that  the  loan  will  be  used  only  for 
educational  purposes,  and  deal  directly  with 
the  bank. 

Although  the  new  legislation  does  not  take 
effect  until  June  2,  it  will  affect  students 
immediately,  continued  Worthington.  Any 
applications  coming  in  now  will  not  be 
processed  until  after  that  date  and  under  the 
new  regulations. 

“The  key  to  the  whole  thing  is  streamlining 
applications  and  getting  the  loans,”  he 
concluded.  “The  new  law  should  save  the 
student  as  much  as  one  month.”

“Lines  and  Space  Make  Movement”  is  the  theme  of  a  display 
of  artwork  about  physical  activity  by  pupils  of  the  Alpine 
School  district  now  on  view  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Richards

“Secure  bicycles  to  the  racks 
with  a  good  chain  and 
padlock,”  said  Kelshaw.  He 
said  to  secure  the  bicycle’s 
frame  to  the  racks,  not  just  the 
wheel.  “Often  people  steal 
bicycles  by  taking  the  back 
wheel  and  the  frame.” 

“When  parking  at  night,  be 
selective  as  to  the  racks  used,” 
he  continued,  “find  a  rack  that 
is  well  lighted.  Light  may  be  a 
deterrent  to  someone  using 
cutters  or  other  devices,” 
Kelshaw  added.

The  life  of  a  student 
landlord  and  or  manager  tends 
to  be  one  of  constant  pressure, 
the  continual  ring  of  the 
telephone  and  one  minor 
catastrophe  after  another. 

As  one  landlord  said,  “You 


wouldn’t  believe  the  things 
these  kids  do,  most  of  it 
accidental,  too.”  And  he  had 
the  facts  to  prove  it. 

Take  the  girl  who  turned  her 
tub  on  full  blast  one  landlord 
reported—and  then  apparently 
went  for  a  walk.  She  returned 
to  find  the  bath  room 
completely  flooded  and  water 
flowing  1 0  feet  away  into  the 
bedroom.  It  was  beginning  to 
leak  into  the  apartment  below.

They  are,  like  Robert  Frost’s 
fences,  “enactments  of  the 
needs  and  creeds  of  their 


center  opened  in  1971,  it  has 
housed  such  groups  as  the 
Warsaw  and  London 
Philharmonic  Orchestras,  the 
Utah  Symphony  and  the 
Krasnayarsk  Dancers  of 
Siberia. 


owners. 

The  Marriott  Center  is  such 
an  example.  The 
23,000-seat-capacity  building 
embodies  a  total  picture  of 
Latter-day  Saint  life,  housing 
activities  ranging  from  message 
of  inspiration  by  church 
leaders  to  performances  of 
music  and  athletic  endeavors, 
according  to  Scott  Williams, 
building  manager. 

The  Marriott  Center,  being 
owned  and  managed  by  BYU, 
exists  for  use  mainly  by 
students,  said  Williams.  Unlike 
many  such  facilities  which  are 
profit-making,  the  Marriott 
Center  is  restricted  in  the 
variety  of  performances  which 
may  take  place  there.  Also, 
shows  such  as  a  circus,  rodeo 
or  ice  show  cannot  be  held  due 
to  the  construction  of  the 
playing  floor,  which  is  hollow, 
Williams  added. 

The  largest  number  of 
activities  which  take;  place  in 
the  Marriott  Center  are 
spiritual  in  nature- weekly 
forum  and  devotional 
assemblies,  monthly  10-Stake 
firesides  and  tri-yearly  stake 
conferences. 

Average  attendance  for  a 
10-Stake  fireside  during  school 
year  1973-74  was  16,000,  the 
largest  crowd  being  18,321 
when  President  N.  Eldon 
Tanner  of  the  first  presidency 
of  the  LDS  Church  spoke  in 
November. 

The  largest  devotional 
attendance  was  23,203  when 
President  Harold  B.  Lee 
addressed  the  students  and 
faculty  in  September.  This  is 
also  the  largest  assembled 
group  ever  recorded  in  the 
cneter. 

Student  body  assemblies  are 
also  scheduled  in  the  Marriott 
Center.  The  welcome  back 
assembly,  the  president’s 
assembly,  homecoming 
assembly  and  Thanksgiving 
assembly  are  a  few  which 
occurred  there  this  last 
academic  year. 

Special  musical  events  are 
scheduled  for  the  cneter 
throughout  the  year.  Since  the 


Concerts  scheduled  through 
the  Social  Office  are  often 
held  in  the  Marriott  Center. 
Last  year  the  three-year-old 
building  hosted  Loggins  and 
Messia,  Seals  and  Crofts  and 
the  Carpenters,  who  drew  the 
second  largest  crowd  of  the 
year,  22,619. 

Fieldhouse  Frolics  and 
Ballet  Folklorico  also  use  the 
building  for  performances. 

The  first  activity  which  took 
place  in  the  marriott  Center 
was  the  1971  Frosh-Varsity 
Basketball  game  in  November 
of  that  year.  Since  that  time, 
the  22-portal  center  has 
entertained  crowds  which  have 
set  NCAA  basketball  home 
attendance  records.  In  1972, 
there  was  an  average 
attendance  of  21,818  for  the 
13  games  of  the  home  season. 


Crowds  during  the  last 
basketball  season  averaged 
only  13,000,  according  to 
Williams.  While  this  is  far 
below  the  building  capacity, 
Williams  mentioned  that  this  is 
still  above  what  most  other 
schools  experience,  since  their 
sports  facilities  are  smaller  in 
size. 

The  Marriott  Center,  largest 
campus  facility  in  the  United 
States,  has  played  host  to  the 
NCAA  basketball  playoffs  as 
well  as  to  high  school  class  AA 
and  A  tourneys. 

In  addition,  the  center  is 
used  by  Provo  and  Orem  High 
Schools  for  their  two 
basketball  encounters  of  the 


year. 

The  Marriott  Center  is  also 
used  for  General  Priesthood 
Sessions  the  Saturday  of  each 
semi-annual  conference, 
graduation,  and  was  in  1972 
used  to  seat  40,000  people  in 
two  sessions  of  the  Provo 
Temple  dedication. 

The  building,  itself 
dedicated  Feb.  4,  1973  and 
named  after  contributor  J. 
Willard  Marriott,  president  of 
the  Marriott  Corp,  food  and 
hotel  enterprise,  will  be  made 
special  use  of  during  BYU’s 
centennial  celebration  next 
year,  according  to  Williams. 


Card  announced  that  tryouts 
for  “Giraffe  Story”  will  be 
held  on  May  18  and  will  be 
open  to  the  public.

Although  UVRTC  is  a 
community  theater  and  is  no 
way  affiliated  with  BYU,  there 
are  several  BYU  faculty 
members  on  its  board  of 
directors. 
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homework  on  the  living  room 
floor,”  he  said,  “and  managed 
to  spill  a  goodly  portion  of  the 
paint  she  was  using  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  carpet.  The 
dry-cleaner  tried  everything  he 
had  on  it  but  couldn’t  get  it 
out  and  1  ended  up  buying  a 
big  throw  rug  for  the 
apartment.” 

The  boys  inflict  their  share 
of  damage  on  apartments,  too. 
One  landlord  reported  asking 
his  renters  not  to  drive  any 
nails  in  the  wall,  after  which 
they  promptly  wallpapered 
their  apartment  with  posters 
and  tacks. 

The  girls  seem  to  more 
frequently  run  into  trouble. 
According  to  one  landlord, 
one  of  the  most  frequent 
sources  of  accidental  damage  is 
the  heating  element  in  stoves. 

“The  girls  will  put  aluminum 
foil  on  the  stove  that  curls  up 
and  shorts  the  element,”  he 
said,  “or  they  spray  oven 
cleaner  or  other  things  in  the 
stove  while  it  is  on  and  have  to 
buy  an  $  1 8  element.” 

Of  a  more  serious  nature  and 
greater  problem  to  landlords 
are  the  professional  apartment 
hoppers.  According  to  one 
apartment  owner,  these  are  the 
fellows  that  manage  to  go 
through  a  whole  year  of  school 
without  paying  rent  by 
sleeping  in  the  living  rooms  of 
their  friend’s  apartments. 

One  landlady  reported  that 
she  even  provided  a 
ehest-of-drawers  in  the  living 
room  for  one  of  her  more 
persistent  apartment  hoppers 
and  then  he  still  refused  to  pay 
his  rent. 

Another,  more  subtle,  brand 
of  dishonesty  is  exercised  by 
those  few  students  who  make 
it  a  point  to  sign  contracts  for 
more  than  one  apartment 
complex  intending  to  make 
their  final  decision  at  the  latest 
possible  moment.  One 
landlord  said  he  had  a  girl 
admit  to  him  that  she  held  five 
contracts  at  one  time. 

“This  was  all  happening,”  he 
said,  “while  there  were  other 
students  who  perhaps  had  to 
turn  around  and  go  home 
because  they  couldn’t  find  a 
place  to  live.” 

The  average  deposit 
collected  to  cover  repairs  is 
between  $35  and  $75  in  this 
area.  This  is  in  contrast  to 
some  apartment  owners  in 
other  states,  such  as  California 
who  wouldn’t  think  of  renting 
to  students  with  less  than  a 
$300  or  $400  deposit. 

Landlords  are  always  facing 
the  problem  of  continual 
Complaints  about  high  rent, 
even  from  students  who  are 
otherwise  completely  satisfied 
with  the  service  and 
surroundings.  As  one  official 
in  the  Housing  Office  said, 
“It’s  almost  human  nature  to 
resent,  somewhat,  paying  rent 
no  matter  how  much  it  is.” 

The  claim  that  rent  is 
unusually  high  in  this  area  has 
not  been  proved  and  Delyle 
Barton  of  the  Housing  Office 
opined  that  a  little 
comparative  pricing  of  student 
rents  in  other  college  towns 
will  show  that  Provo  area 
prices  are  quite  reasonable.

‘‘We  f  eel  he  has  the 
quickness  of  an  Eric  Money, 
(Arizona’s  premier  guard)  and 
he  can  shoot,”  said  Glenn 
Potter,  BYU  head  basketball 
coach,  about  the  school’s  first 
black  basketball  player  Gary 
Batiste. 

Batiste,  a  6-3  junior  college 
transfer  from  Feather  River 
Junior  College  in  Quincy, 
Calif.,  was  recruited  quite 
tenanciously  by  Potter,  before 
the  young  guard  decided  to 
play  ball  for  the  Cougars  next 
season. 
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Coach  Potter  has  tried  to 
recruit  a  black  player  since 
becoming  head  coach  in  1972. 
He  made  an  effort  to  secure 
former  Dixie  College  star 
Lionel  Hollins  last  year. 
Hollins  eventually  Went  to 
Arizona  State,  and  was 
selected  to  some  WAC  all 
conference  teams  as  a 
first-year  player. 

With  Batiste,  Potter  feels  he 
has  found  some  needed  speed 
and  quickness.  “We  have 
concentrated  primarily  on 
speed  and  quickness  in  our 
recruiting  this  year.  We’ve 
been  seeking  a  good 
ball-handling  guard  who  can 
penetrate,  and  we  feel  Gary 
can  do  this  for  us,”  Potter 
added. 

A  native  of  Oakland,  Calif., 
Batiste  was  his  team’s  leading 
scorer  last  season  and  was 
all-conference  guard  during  his 
two  years  at  Feather  River  JC. 
He  comes  to  BYU  with 
“impressive”  credentials. 

His  junior  college  coach  had 
this  to  say:  He’s  an 
outstanding  shooter,  a  good 
ball  handler,  can  fast  break, 
and  is  very  good  on  full  court 
pressure  defense. 


At  Feather  River,  he 
established  school  records  in 
such  categories  as  assists, 
points  scored  and  scoring 
average.  Batiste  carried  a 
respectable  18.3  scoring 
average  last  season  and  had  a 
16.6  overall  career  average. 

He  was  chosen  honorable 
mention  small  junior  college 
All-American  last  year,  and  his 
team  compiled  back-to-back 
22-8  and  23-6  season  records 
during  his  tenure  at  Feather 
River. 

He  played  high  school  ball  at 
Berkeley  High  School  in 
Berkeley,  Calif.,  where  he  was 
a  standout  performer. 

In  the  early  months  of  1970, 
the  BYU  basketball  squad  was 
the  target  of  militant 
demonstrations  on  the  part  of 
black  students  on  other 
campuses  and  Potter  said  he 
has  informed  Batiste  of  this. 

“We’ve  made  him  aware  of 
the  problems  we’ve  had  in  the 
past  in  relation  to  racial 
matters,  and  he’s  aware  that  he 
will  be  sort  of  a  pioneer,  so  to 
speak,”  said  Potter. 

“Bennie  Smith  (a  former 
Cougar  black  football  player) 


spent  time  with  him  and 
answered  his  questions,” 
Potter  continued. 

Potter’s  assistant  Bob 
Frederick  had  a  chance  to 
meet  Batiste  in  California 
earlier  this  month.  In  his 
observation  of  the  6-3  guard, 
Frederick  said,  ‘‘He’s 
extremely  likeable,  a  very 
outstanding  young  man  in 
every  respect,  a  good  student 
and  a  good  ball  player.” 

“Gary  is  currently  involved 
in  a  peer  counseling  program, 
which  his  junior  college  holds 
in  conjunction  with  the  local 
Quincy  High  School,” 
explained  Frederick.  “The 
high  school  people  are  very 
pleased  with  the  work  he’s 
doing  with  the  youth,”  he 
added.

Bruins  Tuesday  night  4-2,  with 
Bill  Barber  slapping  in  a 
40-foot  goal  at  14:25  of  the 
final  period  for  the  winning 
score,  Shero  commented:  “I’ve 
been  there  before.  Don’t  count 
on  it  the  Cup  yet.” 

Shero  explained  that  in  the 
1950  Stanley  Cup  final  he  was 
a  member  of  the  New  York 
Rangers’  team  that  had  a  3-1 
lead  on  Detroit,  and  twice  had 
two-goal  leads  in  the  last  two 
games,  but  lost. 

Shero’s  history  is  a  little 
hazy.  The  Stanley  Cup  record 
book  shows  that  New  York  led

close.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  only 
one  team  in  NHL  history  has 
ever  come  from  a  3-1  or  3-0 
deficit  to  win  the  Cup -the 
Toronto  Maple  Leafs  in  1942 
over  the  Detroit  Red  Wings. 

The  Flyers  left  nothing  to 
chance  as  they  battled  to  gain 
a  stranglehold  on  the  mighty 
Bruins.  Before  the  game, 
instead  of  the  national 
anthem,  they  played  the 
team’s  good  luck  song  Kate 
Smith’s  record  of  “God  Bless 
America.”  With  Kate  warbling 
her  classic  Irving  Berlin  tune, 
the  Flyers  now  have  won  36  of 
40. 

The  series  now  goes  back  to 
Boston  for  the  fifth  game 
Thursday  night.  A  sixth,  if 
necessary,  is  scheduled  for  the 
Flyers’  Spectrum  ice  Sunday 
afternoon,  where  Philadelphia 
has  won  nine  out  of  nine 
playoff  games  this  spring.

Walton  can't  be  traded  without  his  OK 


ENCINO,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Bill  Walton  has  a  clause  in 
his  pro  basketball  contract  with  the  Portland  Trail 
Blazers  that  says  he  cannot  be  traded  without  his 
permission. 

So  says  Sam  Gilbert,  spokesman  for  the  silent  and 
peripatetic  6-foot- 1 1  basketball  star.  Gilbert  helped 
Walton  negotiate  with  four  basketball  teams  seeking 
his  services,  showed  him  the  ropes  of  legal  matters 
and  then,  he  says,  sat  back  and  let  Walton  decide  that 
Portland  was  offering  the  most. 

But  not  in  terms  of  money,  said  Gilbert,  who  does 
not  lake  monetary  remuneration  for  helping  athletes. 

“All  three  offers  by  the  American  Basketball 
Association  were  better  than  the  NBA  offer,”  said 
Gilbert  in  his  plush  construction  company  office 
here.  Why  did  Walton  choose  Portland? 

“He  never  really  told  me,”  Gilbert  said,  “only  by 


innuendo.  It’s  my  opinion  that  Jerry  West  had  a  lot 
to  do  with  it.  Jerry  talked  with  Bill,  and  Bill  has  a  lot 
of  respect  for  West.  And  then  Sidney  Wicks  talked 
with  him,  too. 

“Secondly,  I  think  Bill  was  ready  for  a  change  of 
geography  and  also,  I  think  Bill  considered  the  NBA 
more  to  his  competitive  liking.  He’s  a  very 
competitive  person  and  he  wanted  to  play  against  the 
best.  Yes,  he’s  looking  forward  to  playing  against 
Kareem  Abdul-Jabbar  and  so  is  Kareem.  They’re  good 
friends,  you  know.” 

Gilbert  said  Walton  was  growing  a  beard  and  “He’s 
stated  that  he  doesn’t  think  he’ll  ever  shave  again  but, 
you  know,  he’s  only  21  years  old  and  never  means 
perhaps  a  week. 

“But  1  will  say  this:  He  realizes  he  has  to  live  up  to

Coach  Tuckett  has  not  only 
recognized  Lee’s  outstanding 
playing  ability  by  calling  him 
“the  best  centerfielder  in 
college  baseball,”  but  he 
showed  respect  for  Iorg’s 
leadership  ability  by  making 
him  this  year’s  team  captain. 

Lee  has  not  only  rewritten 
the  record  books  at  BYU,  but 


his  baseball  accomplishments 
outside  of  the  university  have 
also  been  many. 

A  year  ago  lorg  was  asked  to 
represent  the  Untied  States  in 
Nicaragua  as  a  member  of  the 
American  All-star  baseball 
team. 

Last  summer,  Lee  played  for 
the  Fairbanks  Goldpanners  in 
Fairbanks,  Alaska.  His  team 
won  the  league  title  and 


played  in  the  national  semi-pro 
tournament  in  Wichita.  The 
Goldpanners  won  the 
championship  and  lorg  led  the 
attack.  He  led  the  tournament 
in  hitting  with  a  blistering  .500 
average.  This  outstanding 
accomplishment  brought  lorg 
the  most  valuable  player  award 
of  the  tournament. 

Lee  was  excited  to  receive 
the  award  and  considers  it  his 
greatest  moment  so  far  in  his 
baseball  career. 

He  considers  playing 
professional  baseball  as  one  of 
his  major  goals  and  he  would 
like  to  sign  a  pro  contract. 

lorg  hails  from  a  small  town 
in  northern  California  called 
Blue  Lake.  While  in  high 
school  he  was  an  all-around 
athlete  winning  all-region 
honors  in  football,  basketball 
and  baseball.  “But,”  he  said, 
“I  enjoy  baseball  more  and  I 
felt  I  had  a  better  chance  at 
it.” 

He  said  that  his  older 
brother,  Dane,  had  a  major 
influence  on  his  choosing 
BYU.  Dane  was  an 
All-American  while  at  BYU 
and  is  now  playing  AAA  ball 
in  the  Phillies  organization.

No  residency  requirements 
tor  voter  registration  in  Utah

Party  elections  Monday 


District  mass  meetings  for 
the  American  Democratic  and 
Republican  parties  will  be  held 
Monday  for  residents  of  Utah 
County. 


according  to  the  County 
Clerk’s  office. 


Each  district  will  elect  a 
chairman,  vice-chairman, 
secretary,  treasurer, 
committeemen,  and  delegates 
to  the  county  convention, 


In  order  for  a  person  to  be 
elected  to  a  position  in  a 
district,  he  must  register  in 
that  specific  district  by  May 
20.  He  must  then  attend  the 
mass  meeting,  and  state  which 
candidates  he  would  support 
at  the  convention,  according 


to  the  County  Clerk’s  office. 

The  mass  meetings  will  be 
held  at  homes  within  each 
district  or  other  places 
designated  by  the  parties.  On 
the  evening  of  the  mass 
meetings  channel  7  will 
allocate  time  for  each  party  to 
present  a  prepared  dialogue, 
said  a  spokesman  for  Channel 
7. 


There  are  no  residency 
requirements  for  voting  in 
Utah,  Bill  Huish,  county  clerk, 
said.  However,  a  person  should 
realize  he  is  stating  his 
“intention  to  reside”  when  he 
registers. 

V  oter  registration  can  be 
done  any  working  day  of  the 
year,  with  a  few  exceptions,  at 
the  County  Clerk’s  Office  in 
the  County  Building. 
Exceptions  are  Aug.  6,  10,  27, 
and  Oct.  12,  15,  and  29,  when 
registration  will  take  place  in 
the  various  county  districts. 

He  also  explained  some 
aspects  of  voter  registration 
that  a  student  should  know. 
Many  out-of-state  scholarships 


stipulate  that  a  student  must 
be  a  resident  of  that  state,  and 
registering  to  vote  in  Utah 
would  disallow  for  the 
continuance  of  such  a 
scholarship. 

Also,  those  receiving  veteran 
grants  can  lose  many  of  their 
registered  in  Utah  does  not 
automatically  qualify  one  to 
be  considered  a  resident  in 
order  to  pay  lower  tuition  at 
state  institutions. 


He  encouraged  all  students 
to  vote  and  explained  the 
procedure  for  requesting  an 
absentee  ballot,  if  they  are 
from  out-of-state. 


Students  need  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  director  of 
elections,  or  county  clerk  in 
their  state  district  requesting 
an  absentee  ballot  for  the 
primary  elections,  Huish  said. 


When  a  person  registers  in 
the  state  of  Utah,  explained 
Huish,  a  notice  is  sent  to  the 
former  county  registrar’s 
office  and  his  name  is  canceled 
on  the  official  register  book. 
An  individual  can  only  be 
registered  in  one  district  at  a 
time,  Huish  stated. 


If  the  person  is  not  yet 
registered,  he  must  first 
request  registration  by  mail. 
After  it  is  returned,  he  is 
eligible  for  an  absentee  ballot. 
A  person  must  be  1  8  to  vote. 


Primary  elections  will  take 
place  Sept.  1 0  and  general 
elections  will  be  held  on  Nov. 
5.
